Section 1 said 
hat no action or other legal ings shall 
be instituted in any court if the ect had been 
done in good faith, and in pursuance of a duty 
by any naval or ‘military official, or any civilian 
in authori’y ‘under them. Section 5 said that 
sentences passed or orders made by military 
courts in oecupied territories were to be deemed 
to be valid. at did not affect the sentences 
of courtsmarital. Clause 6 validated proclama- 
tions and other administrative acta in the 
oceupied territories. The bill applied to acts 
done in’ India. 


ACTS DONE [IN GOOD FAITH. | 

é Clause 1 was drawn ignediy in very wide 
terms to cover all acts done im good faith and 
in the execution of a duty, but there were 
important exceptions to it. It left Government 
departments free to take any civil or criminal 
proceedings where the considered it right in 
the public interest. Persons could also sue 
Government departments for breach of contract 
if they sued within one year frém the termina- 
tion of the war. vas, fál Mm Se done 
or property requisitio cials in France, 
ium, or Italy, proceedings could be taken 
against the Government in either of those 
countries, and the matter would be adjusted 
between the Governments interested. In,Greece, 
Mesopotamia, and Palestine, proceedi could 
only be taken on the fiat of the Attorney- 
General. There was also ee in I. ball 
proceedings respecting the validity or imiringe- 
ment of no where the Governmenta had 
made use of patents. Clause 4 said that pro- 
clamations made under Section 45 of the Cus- 
toms Consolidation Act, prohibiting certain im- 
ports, shall be deemed to be valid. That 
covered the decision of Mr. Justice Sankey 
holding that the Crown had no power to make 
a general restriction or prohibition of imports. 
With ard to the part dealing with compen- 
sation, Clause 2 pronosed that the system of 
the Board of Admiralty arbitration, presided 
éver by Lord Mersey, im respect of payment 
for the hire of vessels, and that the system 
of the Duke Commission in respect of compen- 
sation for property taken should still continue. 
It “would not be fair to persons who had ac- 
cepted the awards of those tribunals that a 
larger measure of compensation should be given 
to those who had stood on their rights so far. 
They must re-open every case for all alike, or 
stand by the principles hitherto adopted. To re- 
open the whole system in favour of those who 
had waited would be anu injustice to those 
who had closed and settled their cases. 
Therefore, these persons would not have the 
right to go to the courts for compensation, and 
these tribunals would have definite legal 
authority behind them in awarding compensa- 
tion. In regard te shipping, 331 millions had 
been paid «t Blue Book rates for the hire of 
ships. In regard to property, the intention of 
the bill was that in respect of persons who he 
got judgments in the courts, or had held bac 
in order to assert their legal rights, they should 
not receive greater compensation than persons 
who had been ready to agree end accept com- 
ensation. Apart from the question of direct 
oss, which would involve an eatimeted sum of 
850 millions sterling, there was the further 
question of indirect loss, which would un- 
dotbtedly have been brought forward in the 
courts. It Wasi quite inmossible to give every- 
body their rights, direct and indirect. They 
must look at the eubject as a whole, and from 
the point of view of the commuuity as a whole. 
Everybody ‘had suffered losses as a result of the 
war, and could not be said that, on the 
whole, the chief losses had been material losses. 


MR. LESLIE SCOTT. 


Mr. Leslie Scott moved the rejection of the 
bil} under which, he seid, the Government 
asked for complete immunity for everything 
done during the war.

Judges, when not in discharge of thoir\judi- 
cjal dutits, have enterpd into vehement pofitical 
controversy. The late Mr, Robert Warren, 
when judge of the Irish Probate Court, took a 
most prominent part in tho agitation against. 
Home Rule, and the late Mr. Justice Fitzjames 
Stephen, one of the greatest jurists and con- 
stitutional lawyers of his time, has been de: 
scribed by Mr. Gladstone as “coming down 
from the English@Bench and taking a part in 
regard to the Irish question more violent than 
had been taken almost by any layman he could 
remeriber:’’ There was, however, in this 
action no violation whatever of a. tradition 
that judges should not intervene in ‘politics—a 
tradition which, if it exists, is violated overy 
day a judge (including the Lords of Appeal) sits 
in the House of Lords, and every day a Re- 
corder or Chairman of Quarter Sessions, or 
possibly even & magistrate, sits, in the House 
of Commons. “ 

Political partisan’ pronouhegments and the 
exhibition of political bia on the Judicial 
Bench constitute, on the other hand, a viola- 
tion, at least, since the time of the Revolu- 
tion, of a sacred tradition. Sir William Smith 
was a Baron of the Exchequer in this country. 
Ón the 13th February, 1834, Mr. O'Connell 
carried in the Howse of Commons, by a 
majority of 93, a motion supported by the 
Government for the “appointment of a Select 
Committee to inquire into the conduct of Baron 
Smith in introducing political topics in his judi- 
cial charges. A week later a motion to rescind 
this resolution was carried by Mr. (Sir) 
Frederick Shaw, a gentleman of the highest in- 
fluence in the House of Commons, who was, a0- 
cording to Mr. Gladstone, able to hold his own 
against afiy antagonist, and whose power in 
Ireland was such that. Lord Haddington’s 
Viceroyalty was termed by ite opponenis the 
Shaw . Viceroyalty. Mr. haw, who. thus 
enteréd so prominent into political contro- 
versy, and saved a judge accused of political 
partisanship on the Bench, was himeelf at the 
time a judge—the Recorder of Dublin. 

The participation of judges in the Executive 
Government of this country, during! the absence 
of the Lord Lieutenant, as Lords Justices, can- 
not be held hy the students of history to be 
contrary to the traditions of the Bench. Mr. 
Shortt, the Secretary of State for the Home 
Department, a gentleman “trained in the law,” 
who has himself been Irish Secretary, in. the. 
House of Commons.on Thursday last, state 
that the advice of judges has been, or may hav 
been, taken on the question of the deportation 
of prisoners to England.. I quote from The 
Timea, of 29th April:—‘' Lord Robert Cecil 
asked who was responsible for the \deportations, 
Mr. Shortt said that formerly it wes the Chief 
Secretarv alone who was responsible, but now 
it was either the Lord Lieulenant or the Chief 
Secretary. They were responsible, and he be- 
lieved, if ib was necessary, the Lord Chancellor 
of Ireland or otlier judges could give the Execu- 
tive their advice in the matter.”  .
